Becs 1. NE it ennited by the General Affime

are hereby authoriſed and empowered to hold any of 
the faid courts, And it fhall be the duty of each and 
every of the faid Judges to attend each and every 
term ; and in cafe of failure fe to attend, without 
ufficient eaufe for fuch failure be hewn, it fhall be 
semed a mifdemeaner in office. 
Bec, 2. Be it enacted, That no perlon ſhall y, pe 
eligible to, or excercife the office of judge of any 
faid courts, who has not been an inhabitant of

I will not wittingly or willingly take by myſelf, or 
by any other perfan, any fee, gift, gratuity, or re- 
ward whatever, for any matter or thing by me to be 
done, by virtue ef my office, except the. falary by 
Jaw appointed. I will not maintain by myſelf, or by 
any other, privately or openly, any plea or quarrel 
depending in any pf thefaid courts. I will not delay 
any perfen of common right, by reafon of any letter 
or command from any perfon or perſons in authority, 
to me direded, cp for any other caufe whatever; 
and in cafe any letters or orders come to me contrary 
to law, I will proceed to enforce the law, fuch letters 
or orders notwithſtanding. I will net give my vrice 
gor the appointment ot any perfon to be clerk of any 
of the faid courts. but fuch of the candidates as ap- 
pear to me fufficiently qualified for that «fice; ard 
in all fuch appointments, I will nominate without 
reward, the hope of reward, prejudice, favour, par- 
tility, er any other finifler motive whatícever ; and 
firaliy, in all things belonging te my office, dering 
my contipuante therein, I will faithiully, truly, aod 
jultly, eccording to the beſt of my (kill ard judgment, 
cic equal and impartial juflice, to the public and t9

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And if any of the faid judges fhall prefume. to act Penalty 
in his office, before he fhall have taken the oaths for not 
hereby directed, he fhall forfeit and pay two thoufand ta king 
dollars, to be recovered by action of debt, in any of the oaths 
the fuperior courts, one half to the ufe of the fate, 
and the other half to the perion or perfons who will 
fue for the fame,
